Agreement reached: The Examiner would consider Applicant's arguments and suggested 
amendments, but would need to examine such amendments in light of the cited prior art. 

Substance of Interview: Applicant suggested positively reciting that the L-angle bracket 
operates the louvers, locks the louvers in a closed position and engages the building to 
hold the shutter in a closed position. Applicant pointed out that this was disclosed in 
paragraph 26 of the specification. The Examiner stated that the rejection of record does 
not appear to recite the features of the L-angle bracket, however, the Examiner would 
have to review the references of record before a definitive judgment could be made 
regarding the patentability of such an amended claim. 

Applicant noted generally that none of the prior art appeared to teach means for 
locking louvers in a closed position in combination with, means for holding a shutter 
against a structure to create a louvered shutter resistant to hurricane force winds.
